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A Stampfest in Paris 


Paris on business. After I had 
completed all my affairs, I was 
free to do what I wished. 

It was only a few days before 
one of the large Parisian stamp clubs 
was going to hold an anniversary 
meeting, which, as it was a special 
event, would last a week. 

So, as you must have guessed, I de- 
layed sailing in order to attend the 
grand assembly. Perhaps, I thought, 
I might be able to pick up something 
of interest. At any rate it would be 
enjoyable seeing the exhibitions and 
speaking to the other collectors. 

The opening was scheduled for 
Wednesday evening. I had already 
made reservation for a seat at the 
banquet. Promptly at half past six 
I left the hotel. A taxi took me to 
the huge hall that had been hired for 
the occasion. We drew up before the 
building amid a swarm of other cars. 
It seemed as though all Paris was go- 
ing to the meeting. 

As I walked through the corridor 
leading to the main part of the hall, 
I felt in my inside pocket to see 
whether my supplies were still safe. 
The supplies, of course, were my 
books of duplicates. I had to be par- 
ticularly careful about these books be- 
cause they contained some fine British 
Colonials, mint U. S. blocks, a picked 
selection of air mails and choice mis- 
cellaneous items. With these my 
hopes of doing some profitable trad- 
ing were high. 

But back to the hall. It was beau- 
tifully decorated with colored paper, 
and small palm trees in pots were 
placed about with artistic taste. The 
tables were arranged so each could 
accommodate eight people, which 
would facilitate the work of the 
waiters.

I was inside about two minutes 
when a distinguished-looking French 
gentleman approached me. He was 
serving as host. I told him my name, 
and he led me towards a group of 
men and women to whom I was in- 
troduced. I was at once welcomed in- 
to their lively conversation. 

Some few minutes later came the 
announcement that “dinner is served.” 
We went to our tables. I found that 
I was seated with two Frenchmen and 
their wives, one Englishman and two 
Americans. All were enthusiastic col- 
lectors. 

By the time the first course was 
served, we were deep in discussion. 
Friendly arguments about different 
stamps arose; the two women proudly 
described their collections; the Eng- 
lishman acknowledged that he was the 
owner of some rare pieces; my fellow 
countrymen related how they had 
come across old lots which they had 
bought at ridiculous prices; and yours 
truly didn’t set back and do all the 
listening. One of the Americans took 
a special interest when I spoke about 
U. S. blocks. 

During the talking we found that 
all had something to trade that an- 
other needed. When the last dish was 
cleared away, I produced my books. 
That led to a scramble for pocket- 
books and inside pockets. Everyone 
was prepared. He or she wouldn’t be 
a real collector that wasn’t “heeled.” 

In five minutes I had traded my sets 
of Italian airs which had caught the 
fancy of all. The Englishman took 
some of my Colonials, and I traded 
all my France including a nice copy 
of number 36a, used. In return, I 
picked out a superb copy of Confed- 
erate States number 203, which, al- 
though I don’t collect these, offered 
too great a temptation. Then there 





were some “New Zealand Colonies” 
and others. One of the Americans 
asked me to save the blocks until 
later, when he would trade in same. 

As everyone else was walking 
around, we did the same, until we 
were invited to sit down before a 
small stage. A curtain was drawn 
aside revealing a screen for showing 
pictures. Three men gave short talks. 
Then a pleasant half hour was spent 
when scenes in several of France’s 
colonies were shown. 

After the picture, the hall was 
lighted. A table was brought on the 
platform, and an auction began. With 
due respect to the mother country, 
some French stamps were sold first. 
Then there were colonial lots which 
went for a nice figure. Everybody put 
up bids. Last of all was a surprise, 
especially for the collectors of U. S. 
stamps. One of the secretaries of the 
government had presented the club 
with a half sheet of the 24c, carmine 
rose and blue, U. S. air mails, which 
he had found in an old desk. This 
was placed on auction. 

I meant to have that piece, I said to 
Mr. Williams who sat next to me, 

He smiled and replied, “You'll have 
to bid at least three times catalogue 
value to get away from me.” 

The bidding started, but I kept si- 
lent until only a Frenchman and my 
friend remained. Then the French- 
man dropped out and I stepped in. I 
ran him up to 900 francs. He went 
over my bid, so I gave up. He had 
that never-give-up look in his eyes. 

With a triumphant smile Mr. Wil- 
liams marched up to claim the coveted 
piece. 

After that we were free to see the 
exhibition. But my companion said, 
“We can see them tomorrow when it’s 
less crowded. Suppose we go to my 
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house and do that trading? I'll show 
you my stuff too.” 

Without any further delay, we left 
the hall and drove away. The house 
was situated in a fashionable section. 
Williams’ wife was away, and that 
left him free to come and go as he 
pleased. 

We entered the house about twelve. 
Williams insisted on making some 
cocoa, so, together with a plate of 
those French cakes, we had a delight- 
ful meal. During this there was an- 
other long discussion. Finally we 
went upstairs. There was a whole 
room where the stamps were kept. 
And what do you think he had on the 
walls in place of pictures There were 
whole sheets in frames of many of the 
early U. S. commems. Many? Well 
that isn’t the word for it. He had the 
lower values of the Columbian, Trans 
Miss., Pan American and the others. 
Even his, “I picked them up at face 
when they were issued,” couldn’t be- 
little them in my eyes. 

Well, between the albums of blocks

I went to bed thinking what a fine 
fellow Williams was. There was noth- 
ing “put on” about him. He was the 
real thing. And I still thought the 
same when I left him at the pier a 
few days later.

PHILATELIC 
RACKETEERS 


On page 132 of our 
issue of December 
23 we printed partic- 
ulars of an attempted stamp fraud on 
a large scale. We told how a party 
had attempted to insert an advertise- 
ment in our columns in which stamps 
were priced at ridiculous figures, with 
the intention of receiving large lots of 
cash remittances and then absconding 
with the money. We told how we had 
reported the situation to both the Pos- 
tal Inspectors and to the Chief Inspec- 
tor at Washington as well as to the 
American Stamp Dealers Association, 
yet with all our efforts over a period 
of two or three months, the party 
planning the fraud was left run loose 
and eventually placed his advertising 
in one of the large New York Daily 
Papers. 

In our Broadway Chatter Column 
mention is made that a certain party 
had been arrested for offering stamps 
which he could not supply and for 
which he was accepting money and 
not delivering the stamps. The Chat- 
ter notes mentions the name of Frank 
Saunders which is one of the names 
used by the party who attempted to 
place advertising with us. Another 
name used was that of Roy Levy and 
our last word from either of these 
parties is a postal card supposedly 
signed by the father of Roy Levy re- 
questing that we do not accept any 
advertising from Roy Levy. 

Operations of this sort have been 
carried on successfully on several dif- 
ferent occasions in various parts of 
the country. These facts have led us 
to be on the lookout for such frauds 
and it is our wish to avoid printing 
advertising for other than honest 
people but this object can not be at- 
tained unless we have the cooperation 
of the publishers of other stamp 
papers. It would be possible to eli- 
minate and disbar most of the actual 
fraudulent advertisements that ap- 
pear from time to time in the Phila- 
telic Papers if all publishers would 
cooperate in a manner that would 
identify these people and thus avoid 
loss both to themselves and to collec- 
tors who send their money for the 
stamps offered. 

We stand ready at any time to en- 
ter into binding agreements with 
other publishers, looking toward the 
elimination of this class of adver- 
tising. 





A CHICAGO An advertisement ap- 
FRAUD peared in this paper as 

well as in some other 
papers some few weeks ago over the 
name of Broadway Stamp Company, 
Chicago, Illinois. The advertisement 
offered a mixture of U. S. Rather it 
stated that an accumulation of old U. 
S. in bundles of 100 was to be offered 
for sale, that the stamps had been 
stored away for many years and of- 
fered the stamps at $1.00 per 1000. 
Many dollars were sent this party and 
the stamps received in all cases were 
apparently made up in bundles from 
the commonest current issues, even 
including 3c Stuarts of the present is- 
sue. Bundles were usually made up 
with an old 3c green or some similar 
stamp on the front, the contents of 
the rest of the bundle being the very 
rankest kind of trash in poor condi- 
tion in many instances. 

So soon as complaints came to us 
we wrote the Postoffice Inspector at 
Chicago, explaining the facts and 
stating that the man filling the orders 
was perpetrating fraud and that we 
believed that he should be arrested. 
An acknowledgement that our letter 
was received is all we have heard. 
We have however had many letters 
from buyers and to all of these we 
want to state that the best thing to do 
in these instances is to immediately 
make complaint to the U. S. Post- 
office Inspector, addressed in care of 
the postmaster in the city in which 
the offender lives. If all who had 
written us had as quickly written the 
Postoffice Inspector in Chicago, the 
combined weight of the complaints 
might have moved the Postoffice In- 
spector altho from the way our com- 
plaint on the Saunders matter in New 
York was handled we are obliged to

ANOTHER The above is just another 
EXAMPLE example of what hap- 

pens now and then. The 
advertisement when offered us came 
with a remittance. We wrote the 
party asking for information as re- 
gards the stamps he was offering and 
received in reply a very clear letter 
which led us to believe that the offer 
was on the “up and up”. The adver- 
tisement was printed but once and 
that once was too often. 


We believe that the legitimate, hon- 
est stamp dealers of this country 
ought to insist that publishers of 
stamp papers take some _ drastic 
steps to see that no advertising ap- 
pears in their columns until after the 
prospective advertiser has filled out 
a complete application form which 
gives detailed information about him- 
self and which should be investigated 
or approved by reputable business 
men or some organization affiliated 
with stamp collecting. 

Such a plan would delay the in and 
outer but would work no hardship on 
the dealer who is here today and ex- 
pects to be here for years to come. 
Once his credentials were establish- 
ed he would have no further cause 
for delay in placing advertising. The 
plan would merely cause any new 
applicant for the use of advertising 
space to delay his activities only long 
enough to establish his honest inten- 
tions. 

Some will ask, why we do not adopt 
this plan by ourselves. To which we 
would answer, for the very same rea- 
son that other papers do not adopt 
it by themselves. It must be remem- 
bered that almost 100% of those who 








do advertise are honest. Should we

I should like to supplement my 
earlier statement regarding stamps 
precancelled by mail order houses by 
stating that this is done by setting 
up at the mail order house in ques- 
tion a branch postoffice. Thus in St. 
Paul the branch office (or sub-sta- 
tion) at the Montgomery Ward plant 
is known as the Montgomery Ward 
station. In Dallas there is a Sears 
Roebuck sub-station, and so on. Thus 
the precancelling is done in a regular 
postoffice and not in the mailing of- 
fice of the mail order house. 

Stamps precancelled by any office 
that does not carry them in stock, with 
the exception of these mail order sub- 
stations, are favors and nothing else. 
Postmasters precancelling stamps 
that they do not carry in stock are 
laying themselves wide open to a 
snappy visit with a postal inspector, 
and a consequent increase in that 
postmaster’s knowledge of certain 


matters.

One of our readers, Mr. George A. 
Dykeman of Albany, N. Y., sends a 
letter which he heads, “Just a Little 
Good Natured Kick”. Then Mr. Dyke- 
man goes on to speak about the so- 
called stamp “Mats”. He claims to 
be the first person to use such things 
and recites that he discovered them by 
dropping a Christmas seal on a tile 
floor away back in 1916 and when the 
seal hit the floor it landed directly 
in the center of a square tile and the 
thought to mount seals and stamps on 
little colored mats to show up their 
beauty flashed through his mind and 
he has been doing it ever since. 

Now if anyone has any authentic 
prior claims to the use of stamp mats 
all he has to do is to show proof of 
his claims or we will award the palm 
leaf fan to Mr. Dykeman. 

With all due regard to Mr. Dyke- 
man’s claims I recollect attending the 
last A. P. S. Convention that was held 
in Cleveland, Ohio. I do not remem- 
ber the date, but at that convention 
I bought from Bill Kennett, the re- 
mains of a collection of several vol- 
umes that Arthur Hind had purchased 
from a gentleman in Hawaii. This 
collection was a noted collection at 
that time, I have no recollection as 
to the name of the original owner 
but the entire collection, mounted in 
several volumes was mounted through- 
out on little slips of black glazed 
paper, each page in addition had a 
sheet of heavy celluloid mounted over 
the face of the stamps, the most elab- 
orate style of mounting I have ever 
seen and that was quite a number of 
years ago and the collection which 
had been in formation for many years 
was as has been said, mounted on 
mats throughout. This we believe up- 
sets Mr. Dykeman’s claim to fame 
for first use of Stamp Mats. 


While the publishers of Linn’s 
weekly would never think of laying 
claim to inventing Stamp Mats, we 
do lay claim to being the first manu- 
facturers of Philatelic supplies to 
produce Stamp Mats and put them up 
in packages in numerous sizes, es- 
pecially for sale to stamp collectors 
and the sale of these little mats has 
been quite good since their introduc- 
tion.

Broadway, has assigned his stock for 
the benefit of his creditors. This is 
the first failure in some time among 
the dealers here. 


A stamp man who is a marvel at 
figuring out in his memory the date of 
your birth almost instantly, will come 
into a place twice forgetting he had 
been there before. We have to take 
back our opinion of this man’s mem- 
ory and put it down to practice or a 
freak of the brain. 


Mr. A. Friedman has opened a 
stamp shop in addition to magazines 
and books at 1105—6th Avenue, near 
the corner of 6th Avenue and. 42nd 
Street under the style of the Midtown 
Magazine & Book Shop. This store 
is right on the street level near a very 
busy corner. 


In the New York Sun of December 
13th, Fontaine Fox in Toonerville 
Folks shows Dad steaming off a three 
cent stamp from a letter sent to Santa 
by the small son who caught his fath- 
er in the act of trying to get the 
stamp off the letter.

Frank Saunders age eighteen was 
arrested December 19th, for trying to 
use the mails to defraud stamp col- 
lectors. He inserted an advertisement 
in the New York Sun that he would 
supply fine mint U. S. stamps at ex- 
ceedingly low prices. Among the 
items were the U. S. Graf Zeppelin 
sets at $6.25. We were suspicious 
about this and sent a friend to the 
address mentioned to try to buy a set. 
We would not under any circum- 
stances send money to any but a rec- 
ognized dealer. Needless to state this 
man could not be found at this ad- 
dress, nor could many other persons 
with whom we spoke find him. After 
the arrest it was found that Saunders 
had come from Chicago three months 
ago, and had not a job since then. 
As mentioned in the last Broadway 
Chatter he was at a boarding house 
and from that place tried his schemes. 
Much of the money sent through the 
mails was recovered as it had been 
deposited in a bank, so that collectors 
will not all lose. We understand that 
Saunders has been indicted by a 
Grand Jury.

see a cent of it again. We also hes 

that this man was arrested later.
